By the acts of his predecessors and the 
rulings of the comptroller of the treas- 
ury he asserts he had a perfect right 
to deposit the proceeds from this sale 
In qualified government 
depositories 


and that moneys so deposited to the 
credit of the treasurer of the "United 
States are in the treasury, just as r..uch 
as though they were actually on de- 
posit in the vaults at Washington. 


The legal prohibition against depos- 


iting public funds in bank depositories 
secured by government bonds, he says, 
applies only to customs receipts. 
This 


statement Is backed up by letters, opin- 
ions and memoranda showing that for 
thirty years the secretary of the treas- 
ury has exercised the right conferred 
upon him by the law of placing any 
such part of public receipts, 
except 


customs, as in his discretion he might 
deem best, with duly qualified govern- 
ment depositories. 


The secretary calls attention to the 


fact that under his management the 
treasury department has received since 
June, 1898, $1,100,000,000 and distrib- 
uted It without disturbance 
to 
the 


financial or commercial equilibrium of 
the country. This exhibit, he admits, 
gratifies him immensely, and he takes 
it as proof that he has administered 
the affairs of the department satis- 
factorily. 


Possibly an effort will be made to 


press this matter further, but the opin- 
ion is generally held that It will be al- 
lowed to drop after the senate and 
house committees make their report 
on it.

Other capa- 
ble officers who had no opportunity 
whatever to display their prowess in bat- 
tle, but who are seasoned fighters, 
through long service, have undoubtedly 
suffered because of the advancement ot 
those who had the luck to be assigned 
to ships who were sent into the thick of 
tho fight. 


Tho naval officers who were in con- 


sultation with the president preferred 
the plan ot reward with medals which 
give the recipient increased pay as we I 
as. distinction. Keward 
in this way

heads of-brother officers equally brave 
and competent; and permit the proces- 
sion through the grades to proceed 
without hindrance. 
If the officovs who 


nre listed for recognition 
because of

The-present congress will be asked 


to establish it [.'arc-els post iu connec- 
tion with our postal system. This same 
request has been put to other con- 
gresses and promptly shelved. But this 
timo the demand is to be backed by the 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers, the most intluouti-, 1 cominurciai or- 
ganization iu'the country. 
Not only 


do the manufacturers wn.nt a parcels 
post, but a great many individuals who 
appreciate the convenience and econo- 
my of the system will join in making 
the request. 


It is proposed to ask congress to add 


to the postal service the delivery oC 
"parcels, reducing the rate for fourth 
class matter and extending the maxi- 
mum weight of parcels which may be 
gent through the mails to 11 pounds. 


At present four pounds is the weight 


of the heaviest-package of merchandise 
which may bo sent through the mails, 
and the rate is 1 cent au ounce, or 16 
cents a pound. This makes the mailing 
of all merchandise weighing a pound 
or over pnictictiily prohibitory, for the 
postage would iu many cases be al- 
most as much as the original cost of 
the article. 


Just at this season of the year, when 


the express companies are taking royal 
toll of the senders of Chrisrtuns pack- 
ages, this matter'is of timely interest.

Regarding" the plans of 'the Manu- 


facturers' association Mr. Search re- 
cently said: "At the next annual meet- 
ing of the 
National Association of 


Manufacturers in January the subject 
of a parcels post delivery as a part of 
the 
United States postotlico system 


-will be taken up and a vigorous out- 
line of campaign decided upon after 
a thorough discussion. 


"We want a parcels post system for 


the carrying of merchandise at a com- 
paratively low rate, because it is to 
the interest of the people at large. We 
nrc not attempting in any way to di- 
rect the operation of the posrollice de- 
partment, biit to emphasixe the advan- 
tages of the proposed system, together 
with 
the compensation 
in receipts 


-which can be adjusted so as not to in- 
crease the expenses of the system at 
large. 
It has been shown repeatedly 


that vast quantities of freight under 
the classification of periodicals are be- 
ing carried by the mails am fourth class 
matter at a heavy loss, while other 
merchandise is excluded. A much high- 
er rate could bo charged for parcels of 
miscellaneous merchandise up to the 
•weight of ten pounds, with a large in- 
crease of returns to the government 
and yet an impressive saviug in con- 
venience and charges to the producer 
and consumer who are at present 
driven to the express companies. 


"Trade would be increased all over 


the country in many branches where 
transportation charges are now prohib- 
itive. 
We think that the government 


should give merchandise a chance with 
the class of matter uow carried under 
the name of literature, at the same 
time charging a rate which would in- 
sure against a loss, which the charges 
of the Knglish parcels post would do. 
This parcels post system should be 
made international as well as national 
for 
the grout saving In time and 


charges." 


Mr. Charles A. Schieren, treasurer of 


the Manufacturers'association, is chock 
full of statistics concerning the parcels 
post. He says: 


"We favor the English parcels post 


system rather than the German. The 
limit of weight under the former— 
namely, 11 pounds—seems more rea- 
sonable than the German limit of 1UO 
pounds. The records of our department 
prove that merchandise could be car- 
ried in the mails here at :i,bout the Kug- 
lish rate, which begins at 
U cents a 


pound, and was the rate for merchan- 
dise in the mails at the time the sched' 
ule was changed in the early seventies 
to 10 cents per pound. 
The govern- 


ment rate is therefore now 100 per ceut 
in excess of actual cost on the parcel* 
Iiost whicb w« now have In this coun- 
try."
